ON AGRICULTURAL RESPONSIBILITY SYSTEMS

[Text] Since the 3d plenary session of the llth CCP Central Committee, the vast 
numbers of rural masses and cadres have emancipated their minds, dared to practice 
and revived and established diverse forms of production responsibility systems 
according to local conditions including the production responsibility system of 
linking remuneraticn with output and that of not linking remuneration with output. 
In the production responsibility system of linking remuneration with output there 
are various forms such as the responsibility system of “specialized contracting 
and linking remuneration with output," the responsibility system of “unified 
administration, assigning responsibilities to each laborer and linking remuneration 
with output" and "fixing output quotas for individual households" (including 
"assigning the households full responsibility for task completion"). The localities 
where these production responsibility systems are being practiced have generally 
achieved notable results in boosting production. After the introduction of the 
production responsibility system of "fixing output quotas for individual house- 
holds," poverty-stricken regions where the economy had been backward for a long 
time, made noticeable achievemer.ts in increasing production. Coupled with the 
implementation of various rural economic policies and the adoption of various 
measures for raising the prices for major agricultural sideline products, great 
changes took place in the rural economic situation and the "three depends” situa- 
tion of "people there depending on grain resold to them by the state, loans for 
production and subsidies for relief" of these regions was put to an end, thus 
making contributions to the state. Over the past year, the "system of fixing 
output quotas for individual households" has aroused attention and concern from 
all sides and quarters and become the central topic for discussion concerning the 
fine rural situation. At the same time, there have emerged diverse views and 
controversies as to whether or not “fixing output quotas for individual house- 
holds" is a good ferm of management for agricultural production and whether or 

not it can consolidate and develop the collective economy and uphold the socialist 
road. People have recently been talking more about “assigning the households 

full responsibility for task completion." We hold that it is of very great 











theoretical and practical significance to thoroughly explore and probe the problems 
brought about by “fixing output quotas for individual households” and “assigning 
the households full responsibility for task completion." 





Controversy Between ‘Correct Nomenclature’ and ‘Beautification’ 

There have been divergent views among people with regard to "fixing output quotas 
for individual households,” and even views diametrically opposed in many respects. 
One of the causes of this state of affairs is that people have a different under- 
standing of the connotation of “fixing output quotas for individual households." 
Some people hold that it refers to “three contracts and one reward" to each 
household, others hold that it refers to “assigning the households full responsi- 
bility for task completion.” Therefore this has produced a series of divergent 
views. For example: 

m the nature of "fixing output quotas for individual households," one argument 
holds that it is “a form of the production responsibility system of linking 
remuneration with output and a measure for managing the collective economy." 
Another argument holds that it is the practice of "dividing the fields and working 
alone" or “at least has become a kind of incomplete collective economy." These 

two arguments have their own grounds. First, on the question concerning the system 
of ownership, the former holds that “fixing output quotas for individual house- 
nolds" adheres to the collective economy of the production teams and is socialist 
in nature, thus there are not any changes in the system of ownership while the 
latter holds that it has turned the collective economy into the individual economy 
and is a form of individual operation within the collective economy. Second, on 
the question of "distribution according to labor," the former maintains that 
"fixing output quotas for individual households" in which remuneration is based 

on the fixed output quotas under a contract and the contractors are rewarded or 
penalized when production is in excess of or below the output quotas upholds the 
socialist principle cf distribution according to labor while the latter maintains 
thac the practice of "fixing output quotas for individual households" and giving 
society a part of the products of one's labor, instead of refiecting the relations 
of equal exchanges of labor, in fact is their bounden duty to society, and does 

not essentially differ from the past practice of planting the fields, harvesting 
the grain, enguging in commerce and paying taxes. 


On the origin of "fixing output quotas for individual households": One argument 
holds that it is the "product of labor subject to division of labor and coordina- 
tion" which had emerged in the early stage of the movement to set up agricultural 
producers’ cooperatives; another argument holds that it is the outcome of the 
correcting of the leftist mistakes which had obstructed China's agricultural collec- 
tive economy. 


On the role of "fixing output quotas for individual households": One argument 
considers that the system aims at arousing the enthusiasm of the commune members 
for production and bringing into play the superiority of the socialist economy 

in terms of organizational management; another argument considers that it is a 
specific measure t» solve the question of providing the masses with enough to eat 
and to wear in areis where production is backward and the economy is in diffi- 
culty. 








On a suitable scope for carrying out “fixing output quotas fer individual house- 
holds": One argument holds that the system is suitable not only for areas where 
the economy is in difficulty and production is backward but also for areas where 
the collective economy is relatively consolidated and agricultural production 
relatively advanced; another argument holds that it is a special measure under 
special conditions and suitable only for the economically backward border districts 
and mountain areas with scattered individual peasant households but not suitable 
for localities where the collective economy is relatively consolidated. Related 
to this, on the relations between "fixing output quotas for individual households 
and the level of agricultural mechanization, one argument holds that after the 
improvement of the level of agricultural mechanization, along with the improvement 
of labor productivity, the work which was formerly managed by one man will then 

be managed by several men, thus giving rise to the need to adopt the form of 
responsibility system of “fixing output quotas for individual households”: 

another argument holds that “fixing output quotas for individual households” 

is not suitable for implementation in regi where their agricultural mechaniza- 
tion has reached a certain scale, the structure of the means of production has 
undergone certain changes and the collective econory is already dev<cloped. In 
these regions, "fixing output quotas for individual households" is a supplementary 
form of management at most. 


In addition, on the prospects for the development of “fixing output quotas for 
individual households”: one argument holds that it is a measure of management of 
the collective economy which will last for a long time and that, like that coliec- 
tive responsibility system, this system exists today and will not vanish in the 
future as a form of the individual responsibility system; another argument holds 
that instead of being related to socialized mass production, it is a production 
mode related to individual handicraft undertakings. Therefore, it is only an 
expedient measure for a certain period and at a certain stage, and so on. 


The key to the difference between the above-mentioned views lies in the different 
understanding of the nature of “fixing output quotas for individual households.” 
The comrades who regard it as a form of production responsibility system of the 
socialist collective economy propose to give “fixing output quotas for individual 
households” a "correct name." But the comrades who regard it as “dividing the 
fields and working alone” or as an "incomplete collective economy" propose not 

to set too high a value on it, otherwise people are apt to unconsciously “beautify” 
small production. 


The aforesaid tonspicious differences in cognition by and large underwent two 
stages of development in the discussion over the past year: in the first stage, 
the difference centered on the distinction between "fixing output quotas for 
in¢dividual households” and "dividing the fields and working alone." At the same 
time, one argument held that the practice of “fixing output quotas for individual 
households” meant a retrogression to “dividing the fields and working alone," 

or would inevitably lapse into dividing the fields and working alone." The 
distinction between the concepts of “fixing output for individual households” 
amd "dividing the fields and working alone” was basically thrashed out through 
discussions. "Fixing output quotas for individual households” as a form of 
organizational management of the collective economy under the socialist system 

s of public ownership, while “dividing the fields and working alone” consists of 
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turning the collective economy under the system of public ownership into the 
individual economy under the system of private ownership. Recently the discussion 
has entered the second stage. The differ= ce in understanding “fixing output 
quotas for individual households” centers mainly on the distinction between “three 
contracts and one reward” for each household and “assigning the households full 
responsibility for task completion,” where both are included in “fixing output 
quotas for individual households.” In practical life, these are both concrete 
forms of the measures for the organizational management of China’s agricultural 
economy. They have wuch in common and also major differences in such aspects 

as form, method and role. However, people are used to calling them both “fixing 
output quotas for individual households.” This has led to a certain amount of 
confusion in people's thinking. Using the same term to refer to different things 
often means that there is no common language in «2 discussion. This is one of the 
causes underlying the different understanding and even some diametrically opposed 
understanding of “fixing output quotas for individual households." In order to 
clarify the nature and connotations of “fixing output quotas for individual 
households” and allow it to play its intended role in practice, it is very 
necessary to theoretically thoroughly explore and distinguish between “three 
contracts and one reward” for each household and assigning the households full 
responsibility for task completion” in terms of both their nature and character- 
istics. 


Rationality and Limitations of “Assigning the Hovseholds Full Responsibility for 
Task Completion” 


The methed of “assigning the households full responsibility for task completion" 
is that the production teams assign the land and the means of production to 
commune members for their use and production is carried out indcpendently [by] 

the commune-member households. The comnune-member households guarantee the 
fulfillment of the tasks of tax grain and various agricultural products delivered 
to the state as well as the various deductions to be handed over to the production 
teams and then the surplus products go to them. As the masses say: “Hand over 
the amount originally agreed upon to the state, reserve the full amount for the 
~ollective and the rest is all one’s own.” The characteristic of this method is 
that the land--the most basic means of production in agriculture--is still owned 
by the collective. The commune-member households independently manage it and are 
not subject to the restrictions of the production teams. Their products are not 
subject to the unified distribution of the production teams. Therefore, although 
it is a form of organizational management of the socialist collective economy, 

the relations between the commune members and the production teams are relatively 
loose. At present, this method is generally followed in areas where “fixing 
output quotas for individual households” is adopted. A number of production teams 
that “fail to hold their ground” after practicing “three contracts and one reward” 
for each household alec go on to practice “assigning the households full respon- 
sibility for task completion." 


In practical life, it is not accidental that “assigning the households full 
responsitilit»~ for task completion" exists widely in these areas and has even 
become thy currert major form of management thre. It is the product of correcting 
the obstructions of leftist mistakes in rural work and its existence is objectively 
rational. During the "10-year internal disorder,” both in industry and in agri- 
culture, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" sabot.ged socialist management, and 








negated rationai rules and regulations and distribution according to work. There 
are two conspicuous problems in the disorder of rural management. First, the 
system of necessary division of labor and responsibility was abolished, thus 
resulting in the state of “doing things with a great flourish” in the organiza- 
ticn of labor. Second, distribution according to work was replaced by egalitar- 
ianism and it was the same whether one worked hard or not, whether one did a good 
job or a sloppy job, or even whether one worked or did not wirk at all, thus 
resulting in the practice of eating ouc of a “big pot.” In addition to that, 

some cadres of the communes and their subdivisions did not take part in physical 
labor and instead took more than their share and there existed such unhealthy 
Practices as corruption and waste among them. On the other hand, the commune 
members did more work but did not get more pay. All these practices greatly 
Gampened the enthusiasm of the vast masses of commune members for production. 

They strongly demanded getting rid of this situation and acquiring greater 
decisionmaking power in production and distribution. After the 3d plenary session 
of the lith CCP Central Committee, the production responsibility system linking 
remuneration with output of “fixing output quotas for each group” was extensively 
put into effect in the rural areas. Innis has owercome the past practices of 
“doing things with a great flourish” and eating out of a "big pot” to a large 
extent. Now there is a definite respoasibility for work and more pay for more 
work, which has forcefully fired the eithusiasm of the commune members for produc- 
tion. However, the practice of “fixin; output quotas for each group” needs 
relatively sophisticated organizational management. But the managerial skills 

of some production teams today are relatively low, and coercion, commandism and 
harmful directives still exist on the oart of certain cadres. The commune members 
feel that although the practice of eating out of a “big pot” has been resolved, 
there exists the practice of eating from “two pots." Therefore, there have 

been further demands for “fixing output quotas for individual households.” 
Further comparison of "assigning the households full responsibility for task 
completion" with “three contracts and one reward” for each household shows that 
the former is in a more favorable position to satisfy the needs of the commune 
members and tw thoroughiy put an end to the above-mentioned two problems since 

it cives greater decisionmaking power. In this sense, there is an objective 
inevitability in the emergence of “assigning the households full responsibility 
for task completion" and it is rational for it to be extensively popularized in 
certain areas. The areas which have adopted this method have mobilized the 
enthusizsm of the com»une members for production, achieved fairly remarkable 
results in increasing production, improved the lives of the commune members and 
put an end to the poverty and backwardness which had prevailed for a long time. 
For instance, Fengyang County of Anhui Province was formerly a notorious poverty- 
stricken area. There are 20 households in the Xiaogang production team in Fengyang 
County's Liyuan commune. In the past, production was not carried out well there 
and every household had the experience of leaving the village to search for food 
and money. It was notorious as a "village in need of food" in reality as well as 
in name. After th practice of “assigning the households full responsibility for 
task completion,” the enthusiasm of the commune members for production was 
considerably boosted. Everyone used their brains and busied themselves with 
production, thus reaping a bumper harvest the very year they adopted the system. 
The team's grain output was equal to the total 5 years’ output from 1966-70 and 
the output of oil-bearing crops surpassed the total amount grown in the preceeding 
20 vears since cooperativization. The average per capita income from agricultural 











sideline occupations all over the village reached more than 300 yuan. The team 
threw away the “oeggar's stick" within a year and has become one of the most 
outstanding teams in the whole country. (See Chen Yushan: “Am Account of Fengyang 
Village,” GUANCMING RIBAO 23 Mar 81.) Cases like this are common in Fengyang County. 
The substantial achievements gained in the practice of “assigning the househsids 
full responsibility for task completion” shows that the adoption of thie iorm is 
suitabie for some places. It has readjusted the relations of production, reformed 
management methods, promoted the swift development of the productive icrces and 
tallies with the law that relations of production must suit the nature of the 
productive forces. 


But we must appreciate that there are certain limitations to the form of “assigning 
the households full responsibility for task completion." 


First of all, from the analysis of the system of ownership of the means of 
production, land is the basic means of production in agriculture. In the practice 
of “assigning the households full responsibility for task completion,” collective 
ownership of land by the production team is still maintained. The peasant house- 
holds have orly the right to use it but do not own it. They can neither rent, buy, 
sell nor use it for other purposes at will. For this reason, “assigning the 
households full responsibility for task completion” falls within the category of 
the collective economy and is different from dividing the fields and working 
alone. However, in some places, some means of production such as domestic 
animals would very often be turned over to the peasent households after a long 
period of use, breeding, purchasing and renewal. That is to say, there [are] 
some qualitative changes in some aspects of the system of ownership of the means 
of produccion to a certain extent. This is one aspect where “assigning the 
households full responsibility for task completion” differs from “three contracts 
and one reward” for each household. 


Second. in the mode of operation, there are noticeable differences between "fixing 
output quotas for individual households” and "tree contracts and one reward" 

for each household. “Three contracts and one reward" for each household is a 
contract by the commune members to the production team for a certain production 
tasi.. Although, in form this is the same as assigning che households full respon- 
sibility for task completion, and the work is also carried out independently by 
the commune-member households, it is an integral part of the organic whole of the 
unified administration of the production teams. However, “assigning the house- 
holds full responsibility for task completion” stipulates that after the fulfill- 
ment of the state purchase quotas and the deductions to be handed over to the 
production teams, the contractors are not subject to the unified plans of the 
teams since production is carrizd out On the basis of individual households which 
are responsible for their own profits and losses to a certain degree. Of course, 
there are still differences in principle between the decentralized operations of 
“assigning the households full responsibility for task completion” and the 
individual economy of “dividing the fields and working alone." “Dividing the 
fields and working alone” belongs to the realm of the individual economy under 

the system of private ownership while “assigning the households full responsibility 
for task completion” is a form of decentralized operation under the system of 
public ownership. At the same, “assigning the households full responsibility for 
task completion” still retains a certain degree of collective operation. For 
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has greatly aroused the enthusiasm of the commune members for production and 
promoted the rapid development of production. However, we must see that there 

are limitations in this method and that while giving full play to its positive 
role, we must pay attention to offering guidance to it. At present, comparatively 
numerous forms of diversified economic integration have emerged in some rural 
areas where ‘fixing output quotas for individual households" is practiced. This 
shows that after the strong points of the form of “assigning the households full 
responsibility for task completion" is brought into play, the enthusiasm of the 
peasant masses mobilized and agricultural production revived and developed, the 
masses will again demand to brea& through the linitations of “assigning the 
households full responsibility for task completion" and to further rapidly develop 
agricultural production. This is also a demand of the law that the relations of 
production must suit the nature of the productive forces and points out the 
direction of the development of “assigning the households full responsibility 

for task completion." 


Attach Importance to Exploratory Discussion of "Three Contracts and One Reward’ 
for Each Household 


Over the past vear, we have not sufficiently discussed the form of “three contracts 
and one reward" during the discussion on the question of "fixing output quotas 

for individual households.” This has not only resulted in a shallow understanding 
cf the role of the system itself but has also affected a profound understanding 

of "fixing output quotas for individual households." 


"Three contracts and one reward" for each household is a form of "fixing output 
quotas for individual households." Under this system the production teams assign 
crops (or other production projects) to the peasant households for their manage- 
ment, maintain the right to own and use the land and the means of production, 
adhere to several "unifications," such as unified planning, unified administra- 
tion, unified accounting and unified distribution, and define the targets of the 
"three contracts" (contracts for work, output and costs). Production is carried 
out by the peasant households under the unified administration and leadership 

of the production teams, by observing the principle that when production is in 
excess of or below the output quotas, the contractors are appropriately rewarded 
or penalized. This form is noted for the following three characteristics: 

First, it upholds the leading position of the economy of the productio.. team. 

It upholds the collective ownership of such means of production as land by the 
production teams and at the same time practices unified planning, unified administra- 
tion and unified distribution. The production teams can play the role of division 
of labor and cooperation. They have much greater economic strength than the 
peasant households, they can run the production projects which the peasant house— 
holds are unable to manage due to the smell scale of their operations and can 
adopt new equipment and technological measures. Thus, it can bring into play 

the superiority of the unified administration of the collective economy. Second, 
it uses a form of "contract" to link the main operational units (the production 
teams) with the contracting work units (the peasant households). In terms of 
management and administration, "three «ontracts and one reward" for each household 
is a form of managerial method for organizing labor. The essence of the produc- 
tion teams’ assignment of contracts for work, output and costs to the peasant 
households is that the production teams formulate for the peasant households 











responsible for production the production targets (output or out»vut value) and 
the economic conditions (the consumption of the means of production and living 
labor) for fulfilling the production tasks, and fix the relations of this economic 
responsibility by adopting a contract system. Therefore, it is a form of produc- 
tion responsibility svstem of the socialist collective economy. Third, it 
mobilizes the enthusiasm of the vast numbers of commune members for production. 
“Three contracts ari one reward" for each household is both a form of labor 
‘organization of the collective economy and a way of implementing distribution 
according to work. In terms of labor organization, it stipulates the production 
responsibilities for the peasant households, thus effectively overcoming the 
problem of no one | eing responsible for production and avoiding the practice of 
"doing things with a great flourish.” Furthermore, since the production teams 
stipulate the prodi ction responsibilities for the peasant households, they must 
create certain concitions for production for the peasant households including the 
necessary decisiom aking power of the peasant households under the unified 
administration of the production teams, that . the peasant households have the 
right to plant any crops in the light of local conditions, the right to adopt 

any technological neasures to increase production and che right to reject the 
arbitrary orders issued by certain leaders. These measures will ensure in terms 
of integration of rights and duties, that the personal enthusiasm of the peasant 
for production will surely be brought into play. At the same time, in terms of 
distribution, in pricticing "three contracts and one reward" for each household, 
the production team; assign contracts for work, output and costs to the peasant 
households and stip:ilate the amount of remuneration (contract for work) and the 
Standards and conditions for getting remuneration (contracts for output and costs). 
In his "Das Kapita],"’ Marx dealt with the various forms of labor which can be 
summarized as the latent formation of labor, floating formation of labor and 
coagulated formaticn of labor. In agriculture, the latent formation of labor 
largely finds expression in the labor abilities of the commune members (including 
physical strength, intelligence and skilis). This formation of labor represents 
the opportunities available for use in production by the laborers. The floating 
formation of labor is more or less equal to the labor exerted in production by 
the commune members. The labor in this formation includes not only effective 
labor but also inef‘ective labor which cannot create value due to changes in 
conditions and to iaproper measures. The coagulated formation of labor is 
manifested roughly in the materialized part «f labor and in the end agricultural 
products. This classification of the formation of labor is of great significance 
in investigating th» forms of remuneration for agricultural production. Agricultural 
production is diffe-ent from industrial production. First, agricultural production 
is carried out in a scattered way in the open air and in vast areas as well. 

The quality of farm work cannot be easily checked out. Second, its production 
period is relativel: long and is largely subject to the restrictions of natural 
conditions. It has no products in the stages of the process of production. 
Whether the labor of the peasants is productive or not or whether the quality of 
their labor is high or not depends on the amount of harvest that is finally reaped. 
Therefore, compared with not linking remuneration with output (that is, using the 
latent formation of labor or floating formation of labor in making remuneration), 
linking remuneration with output (that is, using coagulated formation of labor 

in making remuneration) in agricultural production is more in keeping with the 
principle of distribution according to work. In terms of distribution, "three 
contracts and one reward" for each household can closely integrate the labor of 








the commune members with their personal material interests and ensure the mobili- 
zation of the enthusiasm of the vast numbers of commune members in terms of the 
integration of responsibility and interests. 


The characteristics of “three contracts end one reward" for each household deter- 
mine its nature and role and its position in the management of the socialist 
collective economy as well. This method adheres to the socialist public ownership 
of the production teams and integrates the superiority of the unified management 
of the socialist collective economy with the mobilization of the personal enthu- 
Ssiasm of the peasants and promotes the development of the socialist collective 
economy. 


The "three contracts and one reward" responsibility system is a product of division 
of labor and coordination. In analyzing capitalist labor cooperation, Marx pointed 
out that “all relatively large-scale direct social labor or common labor needs 
more or less direction so as to coordinate the activities of the individual and 
carry out the movement of overall production." ("Das Kapital," Vol 1, People's 
Publishing House 1975 edition, p 367) Along with the completion of socialist 
transformation and on the basis of working in accordance with division of labor 
and coordination in China's agriculture, a demand for implementing agricultural 
production responsibility systems emerged. Early in 1953, the "decision on 
developing agricultural producers’ cooperatives" of the CCP Central Committee 
clearly stated that it was necessary to implenent such labor organizational forms 
as the system of temporary division of labor among small production groups, a 
system of contracts for plowing for a certain season of the perennially fixed 
production groups or production teams and a system of contracts for plowing and 
output. It also stated that the quantity and quality of work should be fixed 

and assigned to various groups and teams. Those who overfulfill the tasks should 
be rewarded and those who fail to do so should be dealt with on a case-by-case 
basis. After that, such responsibility systems as management with fixed output 
quotas and short term work contracts gradually developed. At the same time, the 
system of not linking remuneration to output was developed int. that of linking 
remuneration to output and then emerged the form of responsibility system of 
"three contracts and one reward." The “directives concerning doing a good job 

in the work of production management of the agricultural producers‘ cooperatives" 
issued in September 1957 by the CCP Central Committee stipulated that "it is 
imperative to universally promote the ‘three contract system’ of ‘contracts 

for work, output ard finance’ and to practice the method of rewards for overful- 
filling the production tasks and penalties for failing to fulfill the quota." 


During the "10-year internal disorder," the responsibility system of "three contracts 


and one reward" was cut off as revisionism by the "controlling, blocking and 
supressing"” of Lin Biao and the "gang of four." Only after the smashing of the 
"gang of four” and particularly after the 3d plenary session of the 11th CCP 
Central Committee and the implementation of various economic policies, was this 
effective measure, which was summed up from practice, revived and developed 
extensively from the system of assigning responsibilities to each group and 
linking remuneration to output to that of "three contracts and one reward" for 
each household. From the above-mentioned facts, we can see that there are inherent 
causes for the emergence of the form of "three contracts and one reward" for each 
household. It gradually came into being along with the birth of China's collec- 
tive economy and with the development of our socialist collective economy. Since 
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the influence of leftist r.istakes has been eliminated, its role has been revived 
and there are great possibilities for bringing its role into full play. This 
process of development indicates the position of "three contracts and one reward" 
for each household in China's socialist agricultural collective economy and its 
great vitality. There is no question that it will be brought into play over a 
long period of time as a form of production responsibility system of the socialist 
agricultural collective economy. 


We must understand the responsibility system of “three contracts and one reward" 
for each household in a broad sense. The current production responsibility system 
of “three contracts and one reward" for each household is a concrete form 

of the production responsibility system of "three contracts and one reward" which 
delegates responsibility to each household. In addition, there are still many 
other varied forms of it such as fixing output quotas for each group or each 
able-bodied laborer or each individual peasant. The common characteristics of 
these forms are linking remuneration to output and using the method of "three 
contracts and one r_ward" to integrate the superiority of the unified management 
of the collevtive economy with the personal enthusiasm of the commune members. 
The substance and concrete conditions of agricultural production vary since our 
country has a vast territory, complicated natural conditions and extremely 
unbalanced economic development. In the light of the experience of various 
places, in practicing the production responsibility system of “three contracts 
and one reward," it is advisable to adopt various forms in accordance with local 
conditions. 


In addition, we must view the role of "thre contracts and one reward" in terms 

of development. At present, some areas and especially areas which were seriously 
obstructed by leftist mistakes, where production is backward, the economy is poor, 
unhealthy practices exist among the cadres, relatively numerous problems exist 

in the management of the collective economy, the method of “three contracts and 
one reward" for each household is practiced, cannot “hold their ground,” are 

all practicing “assigning the households full responsibility for task completion.’ 
There are internal causes for the existence of this state of affairs. However, 


this is a special case under the specific conditions of China's rural areas today. 
In the future development, "three contracts and one reward" should be able to act 
as an independent form of agricultural production responsibility system for a 


long time to come. 


The Question of th: Scientific Concept of Fixing Output Quotas for Individual 
Households 


According to the present data at hand, the practice of “fixing output quotas for 
individual households” has existed (sec RENMIN RIBAO 18 Oct 1957) in the rural 
areas of Zhejiang (see RENMIN RIBAO 13 Oct 1957) and Guangdong provinces since 
19£6, and in 1959 some rural areas of Xinxiang and Luoyeng prefectures in Henan 
Province were also “fixing output quotas for individual households" (see RENMIN 
RIBAO 2 Nov 1959). During the 3 year difficult period, in Anhui Province and 
other places, there emerged “responsibility plots" which was similar to "fixing 
output quotas for individual households." In 1964, "fixing output quotas for 
individual households” also appeared in Yunnan, Guizhou and elsewhere. Later 
on, “fixing output quotas for individu: l households" existed one-and-off either 
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overtly or covertly and some places consistently adhered to it for more than 

two decades. This shows that there are internal regularities and indomitable 
vitality in the existence of “fixing output quotas for individual households." 

But for a long period of time, it was related to the political movements at that 
time and subjected to criticism. In 1957 great debate on the struggle between 

the two roads in the rural areas and the 1959 antirightist movement, it was taken 
as a majcr target of criticism. During the "10-year internal disorder,” Lin Biao 
and the 'gang of four" took it, together with private plots, free markets and 
responsibility for one's own profits snd losses, to be a crime. They launched 
massive campaigns to slam the so-called "three freedoms [private plots, free 
markets and responsibility for one's own profits and losses] and one contract" 
(fixing output quotas for individual households]. Later, "fixing output quotas 
for individual households" became a synonym for "restoration," "retrogression" 

and “capitalism.” In fact, the so-called "fixing of output quotas for individual 
households" at that time included every conceivable form, even “three contracts 
and one reward" for each household, as well as “assigning the households full 
responsibility for task completion," “responsibility plots," "grain ration fields," 
"dividing the fields and working alone," and so forth. Together with the practice 
of “dividing the fields and farming alone," such production responsibility systems 
as "three contracts and one reward"--forms of management which suit the present 
level of production--were indiscriminately criticized as "retrogression," "“restora- 
tion" and "capitalism." This obscured the demarcation line between the different 
concepts in theory and has resulted in some confusion in people's thinking. 

From then on, “fixing output quotas for individual households" became a "forbidden 
zone" in theory. People once turned pale at the mere mention of "fixing output 
quotas for individual households," and they still have a lingering fear about, 
even for a certain period of time after the smashing of the “gang of four." 
Besides, for a long time, all labor organizational forms which are characteristic 
of production being carried out independnetly by the peasant households, including 
the form of "assigning fixed targets for work, output and costs, with a part of 
the extra output as reward" and that of "assigning full responsibility for task 
completion, were embraced in the concept of “fixing output quotas for individual 
households" and discarded, causing people not to pay attention to making a 
distinction among the different measures of the socialist management system. 
"Fixing output quotas for individual households" which is customarily cited in 
this way has obscured the following demarcation lines: First, it has blurred 

the distinction between "fixing output quotas for individual households" and 
“dividing the fields and working alone” and denied the essential differences in 
the system of ownership of the major means of production by the two forms. 

Second, it has blurred the distinction between "fixing output quotas for individual 
households" and “assigning households full responsibility for task completion," 
thus denving the differences between the two different ways of managing the 
collective economy. 





fhe indistinctness of the two above-mentioned lines has produccd an impact on 

the following aspects bo.n in theory and practice. First, without a distinct 
demarcation line between "fixing output quotas for individual households” and 
"dividing the fields and working alone," we will be unable to clearly understand 
the socialist nature of "fixing output quotas for individual households" as a 
production responsibility system of the collective economy. We will not dare 
affirm the mighty role of "fixing output quotas for individual households" in 

the management and administration of the collective economy and will be unable to 








realize the integration of the superiority of the unified management of the 
collective economy with the personal enthusiasm of the commune members. The 
superiority of the collective economy will not be brought into play as a result. 

In reviewing the past, China's agriculture was so influenced by the indistinctness 
of the demarcation line in people's understanding that bringing into full play 

the role of the production responsibility system of "fixing output quotas for 
individual households" was delayed for two decades. Second, the blurring of 
differences between "fixing output quotas for individual households” and “assigning 
households full responsibility for task completion" prevents people from going 

all out to give play to the role of such production responsibility systems as 

“three contracts and one reward" for each household in mobilizing the enthusiasm 

of the commune members for production and in promoting production. At the same 
time it causes people to be apt to neglect the limitations of developing production 
in the form of sma l-scale decentralized operations by the peasant households, 

and not to do nece::sary work to guide China's agriculture in the directicn of 
large-scale operat.on. Neither is it conducive to the promotion of the rapid 
growth of China's egriculture. 


Theory stems from practice and must in turn practice serve. The concept of 
"fixing output quotas for individual households” took shape under the specific 
conditions of our country. It is cluttered up with varied implications, which 
should be threshed out. We hold that "fixing output quocas for individual house- 
holds" is a scienti ic economic category. It has in theory specific contents and 
formulas of quality. "Fixing output quotas for individual households," just as 
its name implies, mist first affirm the existence of the production teams as the 
main body of the collective economy and at the same time "contract" output targets 
to the bearers of responsibility--the peasant households. It is a way of manage- 
ment of the socialist collective economy. “Three contracts and one reward" for 
each household is a typical method which is followed in practical life ina 
relatively large number of cases. "Assigning households full responsibility for 
task completion" still exists in the category of the collective economy of the 
production teams and does not deny the nature of socialist public ownership 

of the means of production. But compared with such types of production responsi- 
bility systems as "three contracts and one reward" for each household, that of 
"assigning households full responsibility for task completion" already has the 
characteristics of small-scale scattered operations by the peasant households. 

In the activities of production, the characteristics of the production teams 
being the main body of the economy, the peasant households being the working 
units, the teams assigning the production targets to the peasant households and 
the latter contracting out the targets, are not conspicuous. It goes without 
saving that "assigning the households full responsibility for task completion" 

is essentially different from the practice of "dividing the fields and working 
alone" in terms of nature and role. The two must not be mixed up. Furthermore, 
it suits the characteristics of the development of local productive forces in 
some rural areas of China and has played a sreat propulsive role in the promotion 
of the recovery and development of agricultural production in these areas. This . 
must not be neglected. However, it does noi entirely tally with the scientific 
imp lication of the economic catego1, of "fi: ing output quotas for individual 
households.” From its enforcement and development, it should be further guided 
to move toward integrated operation. This is also different from the form of

[Text] Economic readjustment has given a boost to enterprises run by China's 
rural communes aid brigades.

According to Min.stry of Agriculture statistics, there were 1.43 million enter- 
prises run by communes and brigades involving 30.5 million commune members in 
industrial production by the end of 1980. 


Their fixed assets were 32.7 billion yuan, 32 percent of the total fixed assets 
of communes and >rigades, and their annual income was 61.4 billion yuan, 34 per- 
cent of the total commune and brigade income that year. 


Their industrial output value reached 52.7 billion yuan, 10 percent that of the 
whole nation, They turned out over 10,000 varieties of products, many in great 
quantities, of which 2.3 billion yuan worth were exported. 


Two vears' readjustment has seen gradual rationalization of the trade structure 
of commune and brigade enterprises. Labor-intensive industries, especially 
processing of farm and sideline products and service trades, have developed 
rapidly. 


Raising the peasants’ living standards in a country with a big rural population 
but not enough cultivated land, a poor economic base and under developed 
commodity production has been a big problem, 


The thriving commune and brigade enterprises are playing an important role in 
solving this problem. 


First, they have supported agricultural production. In the past 3 years, they 
have provided /.6 billion yuan to agriculture. 


Second, they have greatly increased peasants’ income. In 1980, they paid 
11.9 billion yuan in wages to commune members engagei in industrial production. 


And finally, they have gradually normalized the rural economic structure, and pro- 


vided an important wav out for rural surplus labor, which constitutes 30 to 40 per- 
cent of the total labour force in China's countryside.

PROVINCES REAP GOOD HARVESTS IN 1981

[Text] Beijing, December 2 (XINHUA)--Anhui and Henan provinces and the Xinjicng 
Uygur Autonomous Region report increases in grain and induscrial crops this 
year, according to reports from their agricultural departments. 


Grain output of fast China's Anhui Province, one of the country's major agricul- 
tural centers, surpassed 17 million tons this year, 2.5 million tons more than 
last. 


An all-time high of oil-bearing seeds, tea, tobacco, silk cocoon and fruit is 
reported. The output of oil-bearing seeds was 950,000 tons, 91.5 percent more 
than the peak 1980 record. Output of tobacco increased by 230 percent. 


Peasants in central China's Henan, another major agricultural province, harvested 
more than 22.5 million tons of grain this year, one million tons more than last 
year. Except for cotton, which was slightly less than the record year of 1980, 
output of all industrial crops rose. Compared with last year, output of soy 
beans increased by 44 percent, rapeseed 47 percent, sesame 75 percent and tobacco 
85 percent. 


With extended hectarage of industrial crops, this year's agricultural output in 
terms of value is expected to reach 11,500 million yuan, up 4.4 percent. Average 
peasant income from the collective will rise 13 percent. 


The Xinjiang Uygur Autonomous Region, northwest China, is having its fourth 
consecutive year of good harvests. Grain output approached last year's number 
of 3.89 million tons.

TRITICALE BREEDER ADDRESSES NPC GROUP MEETING 
OW081222 Beijing XINHUA in English 1208 GMT 8 Dec 81 


[Text) Beijing, 8 December (XINHUA)--A leading Chinese agronomist proposed that 
greater efforts be made to disseminate agro-techniques, particularly in China's 
remote mountain areas. 


Professor Bao Wenkue., the agronomist who developed the first octoploid triticale 
ever used in production in the world, said this at a group meeting of the current 
National People’s Congress. 


He said he supported Premier Zhao Ziyang's ten principles for economic progress, 
which give first place to the development of agriculture. 


"The remove areas 1 visited do not have enough scientists and agro-technicians and 
the work of spreading scientific agricultural knowledge there lags behind that on 
the plains and in coastal areas," Professor Bao Wenkuei said. 


He said that a policy of encouraging scientists to work in remote areas should be 
worked out by the government and that the work should be improved in disseminating 
seed-breeding and other agro-techniques. 


Bao Wenkuei, 66, has been engaged in breeding triticale since his return to China 
from the United States in the early fifties. He obtained triticale strains by 
crossing wheat with rye. Unlike the hexaploid triticale developed by foreign 
scientists, it is an octoploid, that is, each of the octoploid triticale cells 
contains eight sets of chromosome complement instead of six. 


The octoploid triticale has been adopted on 6,600 hectares of land in mountain 
areas in Southwest and Northwest China. It is resistant to cold and grows well in 
poor soil, yielding about 1.5 to 2.2 tons per hectare, much higher than the local 
varieties of tye or wheat. o 


In order to spread the triticale and study its characteristics, Professor Bao has 


made many trips to Wumeng and Qinling Mountains rising more than 2,000 meters 
above sea level, where people of the Yi, Miao, Hui and Han nationalities live. 
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According to available data, Professor Bao said, the triticale developed in Canada 
and Mexico give high yields but the seed plumpness is not so good. The octoploid 


triticale he developed has a higher stem and yields somewhat lower, but it has 
better seed plumpness and produces flour or better quality. 


Bao Wenkuei said he and his colleagues are now developing better strains of tri- 
ticale that give higher yields and have shorter stems.

HUANG HE SOIL EROS ION--Xian, 1 Dec (XINHUA)--Soil erosion had by the end of last 
year been brought under control in areas totalling 75,000 square kilometers on the 
upper and middle sections of the Yellow River basin, 17.5 percent of the area where 
the problem needs to be tackled.

JILIN PRODUCTION TEAMS STOP ILLEGAL GRAIN SALES 
SKO020550 Changchun Jilin Provincial Service in Mandarin 1100 GMT 1 Dec 81 


[Text] According to our correspondent (Jin Zhengnan), (Yezuhe) Commune in 
Hailong County recently severely punished the (Jinhong) brigade party committee 
and four production teams for illegally selling rice at free markets at a higher 
price instead of handing it over to the state. 


From 7 October to 7 November, the party committee of (Jinhong) Brigade and 
Nos 1, 3, 3 and 5 production teams sold 65,400 jin of rice to free markets 
without authorization. This is a violation of the county government's 
policy prohibiting private sale of grain during the grain purchasing period. 


After the sales were uncovered, the commune's party and administrative committees 
immediately assigned several personnel to investigate. Following thorough 
investigation, they meted out severe punishment: The four production teams 

shall hand over to commune authorities 3 percent of the proceeds from the rice 
sales as a fine within a specified time. In calculating surplus grain, the 

rice illegally sold should be included in the total output. The four production 
teams shall sell portions of the surplus grain to the state according to the 
ratio specified in the policy. The four production teams must hand in 60 percent 
of the proceeds from the illegally sold rice for repayment of state loans. 

The leader of the Nc 5 production team, which illegally sold the greatest amount 
of rice and whose case is therefore the most serious, will undergo severe 
criticism and education. Punishment will be meted out later depending on his 
attitude in acknowledging his mistakes.

SHAANXI CADRES ARRESTED FOR SELLING LAND 
HKO50701 Xian Shaanxi Provincial Service in Mandarin 0500 GMT 5 Dec 81 


[Text] According to Shaanxi Ribao, Dingbian County recently hald a mass rally, at 
which the public security departments arrested according to law [Liu Shengliang) 
and (Zhang Dengpu), who had sold collective land. 


(Liu Shengliang) is leader of the No 2 production team of (Guojiamiao) brigade of 
(Jinlongcun) commune in this country, and (Zhang Dengpu) is the deputy team leader. 
In October this year, these two presided over a meeting of the production team 
committee, which decided to sell 7.5 mu of the team's land to some workers of 
organs and units to build houses, and also drew up a contract. The land was to be 
sold by (Liu Sheng liang), (Zhang Dengpu) and two other members of the team committee. 
The price was fixed at 1,134 yuan per mu; they would keep for themselves anything in 
excess of that figure. After the meeting, (Liu Shengliang) and (Zhang Dengpu) sold 
1.16 mu of land to 4 workers of the county hospital, Xinhua bookshop and construc- 
tion team. The price wax 1,680 yuan per mu. They thus made a profit of 630 yuan. 
Thanks to the fact that the county government rapidly dispatched a work team, they 
did not have time to sell the rest of the land. 


Apart from that, in Spring and Summer this year (Liu) and (Zhang) sold 5 team 
buildings, including 9.2 mu of land, to state workers. 


After investigation, a work team organized by the county public security bureau, 
people's procuratorate and people's court held that by using their powers to sell 
collective land, (Liu Shengliang) and (Zhang Dengpu) had violated article 125 of 
the criminal law and should be arrested by the public security organs. The work 
team also announce’ that the land sales were invalid, and that the cadres, workers 
and units concerne:’ that had privately bought the production team's land must also 
be seriously dealt with.

SHAANXI PREFECTURE FLOOD FORUMS-—-At the suggestion of the Hanzhong Prefectural 
Science a.id Technology Committee and the prefectural science and technology 
society, the prefectural water conservation society, the prefectural forestry 
society and the prefectural construction society each held a forum to analyze 
and study and causes for this year's floods in the prefecture and the issue 

of harnessing the water resources in the Han River basin. The forums put 

forth important opinions and suggestions. The scientific and technological 
circles held that there were many reasons for this year's floods and the 
immediate cause was that rainfall was concentrated in the prefecture for a long 
period of time. Other important reasons were that the prefecture had reclaimed 
land at the expense of forests for a long period of time, resulting in soil 
erosion; and had blindly built fields on flood land, narrowing the riverbed. 
After analysis and study, the scientific and technological workers put forth 
many valuable opinions and suggestions. These included the idea that harnessing 
rivers must presuppose the utilization of the mountains and harnessing 
tributaries must presuppose the utilization of their source. It is therefore 
necessary to continue to adhere to the principle of comprehensively utilizing 
mountains, rivers and forestry. It is essential to strengthen protection of 
the sources of all main tributaries of the Han River and of forests, to curb 
indiscr minate logging and reclaiming of land at the expense of forests and 
also to afforest.

NPC DEPUTIES ON CHANCES--Beijing, 5 December (XINHUA)--Peasants in a poor area in 
northwestern Shandong Province now have “enough grain in their homes and money in 
their pockets,” N.?.C. deputies from the area told XINHUA today. The area has 40 
counties, [and] used to be known as one of the ten poorest areas in China. The two 
deputies from there could not suppress their pride when they mentioned how Premier 
Zhao Ziyang had described the changes in their area in his government work report. 
Deputy Hu Anfu, party secretary of Huimin County on the North Bank of the Yellow 
River, said that the county had ended its grain-poor history that began in 1958.

SICHUAN NPC DEPUTIES COMMENT ON GOOD {ARVESTS

[Text] Beijing, 3 December (XINHUA)--China's most populous province has reaped a 
good harvest this year after overcomiig the worst floods in the past century, 
National People's Congress deputies f-om Sichuan told XINHUA today. 


Sichuan Province has carried out the guideline advocated by Premier Zhao Ziyang 

for agricultural development and reaped good harvests for 5 years running. Tor- 
rential rains damaged over one million hectares of Sichuan's farmland and wiped 

out nearly one third of the standing crops this summer. But the province harvested 
250,000 tons more grain than in 1980, which was a record year in history, and it 
now has 50 million head of pigs on hand, leading the country in number. 


Deputy Lu Dadong, governor of the province, said that Zhao Ziyang paid great 
attention to agriculture hen he was the first secretary of the provincial 

Communist Party committee from October 1975 to the beginning of 1980. He paid 
quite a number of visits to major farming areas and gave many good instructions. 

He said in 1979 that agricultural expansion must “depend on policies and the use 

of science" as he did in his report now. The governor owed [as received] Sichuan's 
five good harvests to carrying out this principle of depending on policies and the 
use of science. "Sichuan must go on sticking to this principle," he said. 


Du Xinyuan, head of the Sichuan delegation and chairman of the standing committee 
of the provincial people's congress, said that the premier had summed up the 
experience in different parts of the country and charted the course for an all- 
round development of agriculture. 
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
